Vancouver, 15. C, dan. 8.— The col- 
lier Bristol is wrecked. Pilot Roberts 
of Victorin, Chief Engineer Vivian, Vic- 
toria; Captain Mclntyre, Third Engi- 
neer Ediwards and three of the crew nre 
lost. 

The steamship City of Topeka bound 
for Port Townweiid hailed the steamer 
City of Seattle en route Cor Vancouver 
yesterday morning mid delivered this 
startling message through a megaphone. 

Eagerly the captain and paesencc s 
shouted questions across the waters, and 
the questions were answered from the 
deck of the Topeka. It was learned thai 
21 of the crew of the ill-fated collier wore 
then on board of the Topeka, mid would 
lie landed in Port Townsend at 7 o'clock 
Thursday morning. 

The rest ol the story which the cap- 
tain of the Topeka was desirous (should 
be communicated to the owner of the 
Bristol, the Hon. James Dunsmuir, was 
in effect as follows: 

On the night of January 2, the 'Bris- 
tol, en route from I.adysmith to Alaska, 
with 2,500 toTis of coal, was overtaken 
by n southeast gale. The night was 
dark as a pocket. The gale was driving 
the ship ahead at a furious rale, and 
the waves were rolling over the deck 
and tossing her mass of iron around like 
a cork. 

When in Chatham Round, which is 
one of the most dangerous .parts of the 
coast, the gale was at its worst, and all 
attempts to keep her in the channel 
proved unavailing. At 11 o'clock at 
nighl a furious gusl of wind, aided by 
n mountain of water, drove the big col- 
lier on Green island, aud after the ship 
had been pounding about for some time 
she became wedged on the rooks. 
OAPTAiIN OOUI* 

According to the survivors Capt. Mc- 
lntyre took matters very cooly and de- 
cided that owing to the terrific gale rag- 
ing that the safest spot in the world for 
himself and crew was on the ship. 
When the hold was first examined the 
ship was reported to bo in a compara- 
tively safe position, and Captain Mc- 
lntyre wan heard to remark that he 
would likely bo able to float her oft all 
right at high tide. At midnight, how- 
ever, Chief Officer Smith went, below at 
the captain's suggestion and soon has- 
tened back with the announcement that 
the coal was pouring through the ship's 
bottom Into the sea. Captain Mclntyre 
is said to have laughed at Ohi ;' Offi- 
cer Smith and to have remarked "You 
are frightened; we're all right." 

The chief officer then urged f'.i.il the 
boats be launched, and the vessel aban- 
doned to her fate, us in his opinion she ] 
was doomed. Captain Mclntyre, how- 
ever, did not give the order to launch 
the bonis, nt least not immediately on 
the chief officer's advice. 

TAKE TO TIEE BOATS. 

Whether the order was subsequently 
given is not stated, but some time after 
that the men began swinging the boats 
free" and leaving the ship. The men 
seemed reluctant to leave as the boats 
scorn to have been launched n long time 
tfipnrt. The first boat got away about 
1 o'clock, the second at two, according 
to the story of some of tihe survivors, 
;uid the third at three. The fourth boat, 
which contained the captain, pilot, and 
the five of the crow who stuck by their 




captain and ship to the last, is thought 
to have never been swung free of the 
«Ju'p. 

PLUNGED TO DEATH. 
At •! o'clock n. in. on the 3rd of Janu- 
ary, the Cottage City en route North ar- 
rived at the scene of the wreck. From 
u distance she saw the fourth boat be- 
ing got over the side of the stranded 
steamer, presumably by the cap- 
tain and those who remained on 
deck of the Topeka. It was learned that, 
morning dark, and those who were 
straining their eyes towards the wreck 
saw the picture of the men escaping 
from the doomed ship fade away like a 
dissolving view and when the atmos- 
phere cleared a little again there was 
no sign of tho collier or the escaping 
wien. The ship had been doubtless rook- 
ed to and fro by the rising tide and be- 
ing loosened from the rocks, had plung- 
ed down to the bottom of the sea. 
SAVING SURVIVORS. 

The Cottage City Stood off Green is- 
land for four hours. She was not long 
in picking up the first boat with seven 
survivors, and was shortly after hailed 
■by the second boat with seven more of 
the crow. After waiting two hours the 
men who had been picked up informed 
the Cottage City that they feared their 
comrades who had put off in the third 
boat had been drowned, and it was little 
use waiting longer for them. 

The Cottage City, however, waited for 
another two hours cruising about the 
sound until they spied the third boat 
with the remaining seven survivors, who 
had stored their boat with provisions and 
■prepared for a long «ea reach for help. 
•All about the vicinity of the wreck was 
searched as near as the rough sea would 
•allow, for the missing captain and crow 
•until the captain of the Cottage City 
•came to the conclusion that the missing 
•men had gone down with the ship, and 
reluctantly proceeded on his way North. 
•On the evening of the sixth of Quinary 
•the City of Topeka was sighted and the 
•survivors of the Bristol transferred to 
•tbat steamship.

PILOT ROBERTS. 
Oapt. T. W. Roberts, the lost pilot 
of the steamer Bristol, has been mate, 
master and pilot of many steamers and 
other vessels sailing out of the port of 
Victoria. He was n native of River 
John, Nova Scotia, where he was born, 
48 years ago. He has been engaged ill 
marine business for 12!) years, mostly 
in deep water vessels in the Buenos 
Ayres trade, until about fourteen Years 
ago when he was engaged on coasting 
and sealing craft. He came to Victoria 
•in 1888 — the same year as the steamer 
on which he lost his life came to this 
port— and his lirst work in local vessels 
■was on the steamer Cariboo and Fly, 
Aifter leaving that steamer he was en- 
gaged as mate of the old 'steamier Bar- 
ibara Boscowitz, which is still engaged 
in the B. O. coasting trade, and on quit- 
ting the Boscowitz ho entered the O. P, 
N. Co.'s service as mate, and then mas- 
ter of the steamer Maude, then run- 
ning from Victoria to the West Coast 
ports. He was transferred from the 
steamer Maude to the steamer Princess 
Louise and sailed on her for some time 
when she was running to Naas and way 
ports. When the C. P. N. Co. pur- 
chased the steamer Tees and brought 
her from Stockton on the river after 
which she is named, Capt. T. W; Rob- 
erts was given command of the steamer 
on the West Coast route, anil 'remained 
in charge for some time. He loft the

I )It. ItOBFRTSpN'S FUNERAL. 

A Large Gathering nt Burial Services 
in Winnipeg. 

Toronto, Jan. S. — (Specinl) — The funer- 
al of the late Rev. Dr. Robertson took 
id. ice this afternoon from the house. 
Wnlmnr road, to Bloor strcel Presby- 
terian church, (hence to 'Mount Pleasant 
cemetery. At the church the service 
was conducted by the Rev. Dr. Warden, 
moderator and treasurer of the church, 
and Rev. C. W. Gordon, of Winnipeg 
(Ralph Connor), both of whom made af- 
fecting addresses. There was a very 
large attendance ;i( the funeral. 



Pekin, Jan. 8.— While the actual cas- 
ualties during the lighting nt New- 
chwang between sailors belonging to the 
United States gunboat Vicksburg, 
which is wintering there, and Russian 
soldiers attached to the garrison at that 
port, are trilling up to date, the matter 
resulted in unpleasantly strained rela- 
tions between the United States, Rus- 
sian and British authorities there. The 
Washington ami St. Petersburg gov- 
ernments are now endeavoring to ar- 
range matters so there may be no fur- 
ther friction on the subject. 

The trouble originated in the action 
of some sailors belonging to the British 
Ioop-o*-wur Algerine (also in winter 
quarters at Newchwang), carrying 
ashore six rifles for use in a theatrical 
performance. 

The Russian administration sent a 
force of men to arrest the British sailors. 
The Russians, however, by mistake, 
broke into a reading room" where a par- 
ty of the Vicksburug men were seated, 
ind tried to arrest them. The Ameri- 
■nns resisted, using chairs in so doing, 
but (hey were overpowered after a sharp 
and handed over to the United 
States consul, who sent them on board 
the Vicksburg. The bad feeling thus 
aroused resulted in lights whenever the 
United States and British met the 
Russian soldiers, aud the latter, not he- 
accustomed to fist fighting, were 
usually worsted. This stale of affairs 
culminated on New Year's Day in a 
more serious affray, and the Russian 
minister here, M. Paul Lessar, com- 
plained to the United States minister at 
this capital, Edwin II. Conger, that two 
members of the Yicksburg's crew hud 
" ed a revolver ut an Unoffending Rus- 
an soldier, wounding him in the arm. 
The relations between the United' 
States and British consuls and naval 
commands and the Russian administra- 
tor at Newchwang are strained, which 
makes a friendly settlement of the af- 
fair difficult. The administrator at- 
tempted to enforce a social code which 
the foreign officials refused to recognize,, 
and consequently their relations have 
been limited to strictly official inter- 
views, which have not boeu amicable, 
consisting mostly in protests against 
the conduct of the sailors. The mem- 
orandum presented by tho i Riissianmiu» 
isler to the United States minister" here 
relates to various alleged (assaults com- 
mitted by Americans. On one occasion 
three sailors attacked a sentry and owe 
their lives to the sentry's forbearance in 
not exercising his right to shoot. The 
administrator demanded that the United 
States consul try the offenders, hut the 
commander of the Vicksburg. E. B. 
Barry, wrote a curt refusal. Mr. Con- 
ger is endeavoring to restore friendly 
relations at Newchwang. He is urging 
the United States consul. Mr. Miller, to 
co-operate with the Russian authorities 
in suppressing and punishing violence. 
The stops taken, however, are seriously 
handicapped by action of the Russians, 
who refuse to allow foreigners to use 
the English line. Foreigners at New- 
chwang attribute the trouble largely to 
loci; of tact upon the part of the ad- 
ministrators. 



SM.VLLPOX IN MANITOBA. 

Two M.e-e Children Take Disease in 
Winnipeg— Precautions. 

Winnipeg. Jan. 8,— (Special)— The two 
babies of Mr. and Mrs. Louise McQuil- 
lin, 20 Hargrave street, were removed 
to the quarantine today suffering from 
smallpox. Mrs. McQuillin also went 
to the pest house to look after her lit- 
tle ones. The youngest child is only 
two mouths old and the older about two 
years. Mr. McQuillin is a traveler, and 
it is supposed he brought home germs of 
the disease from some infected districts 
near the boundary. 

Owing to the prevelanee of smallpox 
in tho French settlements the Minister 
of the Interior b >s issued instructions 
cancelling the sillinu-s of the half-breed 
commission called next week for Win- 
nipeg.

CAPTAIN McINTYKE. 

Capt. .lames Mclntyre, who was lost 
with his steamer Bristol, was 71) years 
of nge, having been born in Scotland in 
1832. lie came to Victoria in 185-1 as 
second officer of the East India ship 
Marquis of Bute, which was 'under 
charter to the Hudson's Bay company. 
He left the trading ship at this city, 
and from here went to the Golden Gate. 
At Sau Francisco be became imbued 
with the South Sea trading instinct, 
which was so prevalent al San Francis- 
co in those days, ami arter a short stay 
in the Bay City lie went to the So- 
ciety islands, where lie was engaged jn 
trading for a number of years. In 1858 
lie bade farewell to the trader's hut in 
the Southern Seas ami returned to San 
Francisco. After remaining on shore 
•for one year he resumed his scafariug 
•life as master of the bark Ann Parry, 
owned by dipt. George Chase. He re- 
mained on the Ann l'arry for some time 
ami then transferred his kit to the Mas- 
sachusetts, which he sailed in many 
seas until 1SGG, when he left the employ 
of Capt. Chase to take command of the 
ship Revere, which lias long since join- 
ed the Ann Parry and Massachusetts 
among the ships that have lived their 
lives. For 20 years lie sailed on the 
Revere, and from her after deck he went 
to the ship Richard HI., which is no-n 
a coal hulk engaged in carrying coal to 
Juneau ami bringing concentrates down. 
He was in charge of the Richard III. 
for six years, and left her long before 
'her masts were cut away and her lop- 
gear dismantled to change her from a 
full rigged ship in u harge, to take 
charge of the steamer Bristol, of which 
he had been master for 13 years. He 
was well known and ^extremely popular 
in Victoria. A wife and family are left 
nt Port Townsend to mourn his sad end. 

THE LOST OOLiUEK. 
The steamer Bristol was owned by 
K. Dunsinuir, Sons Company ami was 
uninsured. She was valued at $0U,IMI0 
and with the value of her coal cargo of 
2,500 tons, estimated at ove» $10,000 
the tlisaster, as well as involving loss of 
lives the intrinsic value of which is 
beyond computation, will cause the loss 
of over $70,000. As a remarkable coin- 
cidence the lost collier ciuiue to Victoria 
in 1888 in the same ;^ar as the steamer 
Islander, which in August last went 
■ own in Stephen's passage, and in the 
same year that the steamer Walla 
Walla, which was run into by the fiark 
Mnx on the same day that the Bristol 
was lost, was converted into a passenger 
steamer. 

The Bristol when she came here in 
1888 with Capt. Salmund, who is master 
of the steamer Wellington, which passed 
up to Bad.vsmith yesterday, in com- 
mand, was known as the steamer Costa 
Rica am) Hew the Hawaiian flag. She 
ha<s since then been engaged in carry- 
ing coal between the island collieries and 
ii Francisco with the exception of 
some few special trips, such as that on 
which she was engaged when she met 
her doom. In 1891 she was engaged for 
several montka in carrying coal from 
the island colleries to the fleet of British 
warships engaged in patrolling the Bear* 
ing sea, and three years later she was 
extensively overhauled and supplied with 
new boilers by the Albion iron Works 
of this city. 

'The scene of the loss of the Bristol is 
not far from where the steamer Mexico 
struck and foundered when bound from 
■Seattle to Ly -anal carrying a num- 
ber of gold-sedkens of the rush of '1)7. 
their horses and unfits. 

The Bristol was an iron screw steamer 
with three masts, and of a net tonnage 
of 1,274. She was 27 feet long, US..'! 
feed 'beam, and 21 feet depth, or a 
moulded depth of 2fl feel U' inches, with 
a fredboard amidships of 4 feet 10 in- 
ches. She was built at Stockton in 
IS?.") by M. Pearse & Co., and was or- 
iginally owned by tin! Marques de Cam- 
IX), of Puntas Arenos. 'Her name whs 
the City of Valparaiso and was af- 
terwards changed to Bristol, and when 
she was transferred to the Hawaiian 
tlag she was rechristened Costa Rica, 
until on becoming a British Columbia 
collier she was again known as tho 
Bristol. 

lA few days before the Bristol stall- 
ed on her fatal trip north Capt. Mc- 
lntyre was talking to some friends re- 
Tegarding the loss of the collier Mattea- 
wan. He said: "There must be some- 
thing wrong. I have been going to sea 
for forty years and have never met with 
an accident. But then my turn may 
come yet."

PRUSSIAN DIET 

Speech from the Throne Takes a 
Gloomy View. 

Merlin, Jan. S.— The speech from the 
throne, read by the imperial chancellor. 
Count von Ruiow, at the opening of the 
Prussian die) today, took a gloomy view 
of the economic situation. It pointed 
out that th? revenue from the state rail- 
mails in 1901 falls considerably short 
of th" estimates, and tho whole 
n^sults of the financial year disappoint- 
ing. In the budget for 101)2 the revenue 
is estimated below that of the current 
year, but the balance between the rev- 
enue and expenditure is to be maintain- 
ed without having recourse to a loan. 

The speech announced legislation pro- 
viding for the housing of stai" workmen' 
ami officials earning small salaries. Con- 
sidi rnbie <v. ilits are demanded for the 
extension of the state railways and the 
promotion and construction of light rail- 
roads. 

A new canal hiii will be submitted to 
complete the system of waterways. 

Emperor William's speech concluded 
with pointing to the necessity of a mea's- 
ure against the agitation in the Polish 
districts in eastern Prussia and declared 
that the upholding or. the political and 
economic position of- the German ele- 
ment there was a necessity for the self 
preservation of Prussia, and promised 
that the government would fulfil iis 
duty in cult hating the German national 
spirit in that region and in combating, 
with firmness, all tendencies hostile to 
the state. 



New York, Jan. 8.— Down in the New 
York Central tunnel that burrows under 
Park avenue, two local trains met in 
collision at 8:17 o'clock this morning and 
15 passengers were killed and twice 
that number wounded. It was a rear- 
end collision between a south Norw.alk 
local that ran in over the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford, and was 
halted by block signals at the southern 
entrance" to the tunnel, and a White 
Plains local, that came by the Harlem 
branch of the New York Central. Most 
of the deaths, injury and damage was 
wrought by the engine of the Plains 
train, which plunged into the rear our 
of the standing train. Its many victims 
were either mangled to death in the 
mass of wreckage carried on the pilot, 
crushed between boiler ami car Sides, or 
burned to death by steam. The engine 
in iis final plunge ol L ) :eet carried the 
rear car forward and scut broken tim- 
bers ami splinters crashing into the 
coach ahead. 

Lights were extinguished and th" 
dead, injured and unharmed were left 
in darkness that escaping steam and 
smoke made more confusing. Out from 
the wreck came tile cries ol those who 
stil! lived ami within a few minutes the 
work .if rescue was begun. Ladders 
were inn down till tunnel air sha.t.- 
iiud tic firemen and polite attacked the 
debris with rope au ,\ axes, The passen- 
gers had already rallied and were tryiu? 
to release their fellows who were im- 
piisoned in tin; debris. 

Responsibility for the disaster is mi- 
fixed, but Superintendent Franklin said 
that as far as h» was able to discover, 
I. M. Wiselio, engineer of the White 
Plains train, was to blame. Wii n n the 
south Norwalk train was stopped, a 
llagmau ran back into the tunnel, and 
besides placing _i torpedo on the track, 
endeavored to (lag the in-coming tram, 
lie liuiled his lantern at the cab win- 
dow, but the big engine's lever never 
baited until it was buried in wreck. It 
is not clear that the torpedo exploded 
or that Wishco was warned by the lan- 
tern signal. There is also a question 
about tho propriety of l he signalman 
permitting the colliding train to enter 
the same block section with the halted 
train. The tunnel was clouded with 
steam and smoke and the snow which 
fell through the air shafts of the tunnel 
also aided n obscuring the view. En- 
gineer Wischo and Fireman Christo- 
pher Flyilil were placed under a i rest. A 
signalman was also detained for a time, 
but was released. The heavy cost in 
lite and the prominence of some of tho 
persons killed or injured, coupled with 
the recent agitation for sweeping im- 
provements of the tunnel claimed gener- 
al attention and aroused popular reel- 
ing.

The ratepayers of the North Ward wen; 
well represented in the crowd which about 
half tilled Odd Fellows' bail, Spring Hidfie, 
last night to hear addresses by the alder- 
men and candidates. Mr. William Mar- 
chant wits unanimously voted t<> the chair 
and discharged his duty with marked suc- 
cess. After explaining the object which 
bad brought them together, ho called the 
speakers of the evening In alphabetical or- 
der, which brought Aid. Beckwitli to the 
front amid warm applause. He reviewed 
bis work In the council during the 
past three terms. lie had always 
advocated the expenditure ot money on 
Improvements, which would prove of per- 
manent value to tile city and hud resisted 
every attempt to spend money on fads or 
in works which promised no substantial 
return. After he bad been In the council 
for a time and had come to an under- 
standing of the mode in which appropria- 
tions wero made to the wards— an equal 
division for works and Improvements— he 
was struck with the incongruity of voting 
the same amount to the North ward whlc 
was greater

He would favor the abolition of the alder- 
men's Indemnity. 

Voice — "Will you introduce .1 motion to 
that effect?" 

Mr. Jeeves— "I will." (Applause.) 
Continuing, Mr. Jeeves said the publicity 
given to Victoria during the Royal visit 
was worth many times the amount spent 
on the reception. 

Ho prided himself on being the founder 
of the tlrst Bricklayers' union In the prov- 
ince, and on baring done much to discour- 
age the employment of Chinese and having 
secured snorter hours for worklngmen. He 
believed In contract labor under proper su- 
pervision In preference to day labor. He 
was opposed to cows being allowed within 
the city limits, us he considered many cases 
of sickness were caused by cows reeding 
on garbage thrown about the buck yards. 
He did not apply this to the large open 
tracks which existed within the city limits. 
(Applause.) 

A. G. McCandless congratulated the meet- 
ing on the gooil feeling which prevailed 
between the audience and candidates. Hi- 
ll Id not, and never hail, opposed the building 
Of the Point BUlce bridge, but be believed 
that there would have to be a bridge at t lie 
foot of Johnson street, as soon as the In- 
dian reserve was settled, and the bulk of 
the traffic would go by that bridge, and he 
was willing to pay bis share of 50 per cent 
more for a stone bridge. If that were 
found Impracticable, he thought the foun- 
dations and piers should be built by local 
labor. I 

He warmly approved the reclamation of 
James 1 Hay Hats, and he gave the council 
credit for their efforts to pave the streets, 
but part, of the credit should go to the coun- 
cil of 1800 which had prepared the way. Five 
years ago paving proposals were voted 
down, but now, happily, the people saw 
the necessity and favored the work. He 
would favor paving all the principal busi- 
ness streets as soon as might be. 

He bad always favored u park for the 
North ward, and the present was the time 
to secure one. 

He claimed that the city was not fairly 
treated by the Dominion government with 
on Darey island. 



R. Mi S. Empress of Japan reached 
[William Head quarantine station yes- 
terday morning on her 54th homeward 
voyage, ami after she had transferred 
her mails and Victoria passengers to the 
steamer Otter she left for Vancouver 
about 2 p.m. The Empress of Japan 
was delayed by heavy gales encountered 
during the first seven days of her voy- 
age, when the weather was very rough, 
but fortunately did no damage. When 
the steamer was bound to Yokohama 
from Kobe on December 25-^tho night 
of the heavy gale here — she encountered 
a typhoon, which although not very 
severe, was a remarkable storm in that 
it was about three months out of sea- 
son, for the typhoons pre supposed to 
have all blown over by October at the 
latest. 

The passenger list was a slim one.

had insisted upon n readjustment, which h 
and his colleagues had secured after a hard 
light. The result of their exertions was 
that the North ward got an additional 
jUS.OOO. (Applause.) 

He reviewed the work of the past year, 
and credited the council with having Inaug- 
urated the much needed reclamation of 
James Bay flats, and providing for the pav- 
ing of Government street and the building 
of the Point Elllce bridge, us well as secur- 
ing the tulldlng of the High school. The 
expenditure from general revenue during 
the year had been made to the best ad- 
vantage though several Items of unforseen 
expense had rather crippled their resources. 
He dwelt on tin; necessity and the wisdom 
of the expenditure on the waterworks, the 
12-lueh main on Government street, and the 
improvements to the pumping station, no 
also pointed out the Improvements made to 
the electric light system— the new dynamo 
and the additional lights— and pledged him- 
self to work toward the end of having 
every portion of the rltv properly lighted. 

He expressed s-tlsfn.-tloti witli the prog- 
ress of the work at James Bay, which 

so far has been sn ssfully carried on 

well within the estimates. He regretted 
that nothing had been done towards extend- 
ing the sewerage system. It was a vital 
question, which should lie dealt with at 
once. He .attributed the defeat of the sep- 
tic tank by-law to the fact that It was not 
thoroughly understood by the ratepayers. 

The Incoming c Uncil would be called upon 
to deal with several Important matters, 
foremost of which, perhaps, was the i'olnt 
Ellieo bridge. He believed a stone bridge 
would be the better if It did not cost too 
much. (Applause.) Permission to build a 
bridge must be secured fnun the Dominion 
government: next, a petition should be pre- 
sented to the council asking for a stone 
bridge and for the submission of a by-law 
to cover the extra cost. 

Uevertinc to the extension of the sewer 
system he again pointed out the necessity 
of dealing with It without delay. The mat- 
ter of straightening and opening streets In 
the Spring Ridge and other out lying dis- 
tricts ended for attention during the coming 
year. Ho believed in dealing with the 
minor matters as well as the greater under- 
takings, and It w-uld be his dutv If ro-cloot- 
ed. to attend to the wants of every portion 
of the ward and the city. He was In favor 
of n readjustment of the wards as at pres- 
ent divisions were not calculated to secure 
eipial distribution of public funds. 

Mr. Snyder complained of the unsanitary 
custom of connecting closets with open 
drains. 

Mr. Beckwith promised to have the nuis- 
ance a baled If re-elected. 

Mr. Wilson asked why Chinese wash 
houses on street fronts had not been abol- 
ished. 

Aid. Beckwith said the by-law applied to 
drying racks, which had been enforced. As 
far as possible old shacks used in laundries 
had been condemned and destroyed. He 
could not account for the non-enforcement 
of the by-law- the Mayor and some of the 
other aldermen might be abb; tn throw 
light on that subject. 

Mr. It. M. Ornliame favored that active 
measures lie taken to extend the sewer 
system. Under present regulations ll would 
take about 100 years to complete the sewer- 
ing of the elly. Last year 4,000 feel of sew- 
ers had been laid at a cost or $5,705, and 
during the three years previous I lie expen- 
diture had b i. ISttS. $3.70M: ISiKI, $4,272: 

1POO. $4,008. He Would advise setting as.de 
an additional sum from general revenue 
each year to extend the present system by 
which the sewer rental revenue would be 
Increased, and he would favor the septic 
tank system being given a trial In Vic- 
toria West. It would tie money well ex- 
pended to build a si nne bridge at Point 
Elllce, and lie would .support such a pro- 
posal. 

He believed (Irmly Iti a redistribution of 
wards. He gave the number of voters In 
each ward nnd the acreage showing that 
Ihev were disproportionate. The same ap- 
plied to the ward assessments, upon which 
tile expenditure was based. IC elected he 
would work or redistribution. lie would 
also try to secure a park for the North 
ward, bet-ween Spring Ridge and the "Work 
estate. When the Indian reserve was set- 
tled he would advocate the granting of the 
northern portion as n park for Victoria 
West. 

He believed strongly In the local Improve- 
ment principle and would like to see It 
adopted. He would devote his energies, If 
elected, to have the streets straightened 
and opened out, and would advocate the use 
of incandescent lights In the back streets, 
wdiere are lights would prove too costly. 
(Applause.) , . 

Mr. George Jeeves said he always had 
taken an active Interest In civic affairs, and 
had not failed to criticise the council on 
several occasions. He complained that the 
work of paving Fort street had been begun 
on a wrong system, and when 'his sugges- 
tion was adopted a large amount was saved 
to the city. He believed In awarding con- 
tracts to local firms nnd not to foreigners. 
He favored a a stone bridge at Point El- 
llce even If It cost more than steel. A 
bridge at Johnson street was a question 
for the ruture. The extension of the pres- 
ent sewor system was a necessary work and 
should be carried out under a frontage tax. 
and -people who bad been using the sewers 
for the past eight years, should bo mnde to 
pav n portion of the cost, no would favor 



a matter which should be attended 
to, and the city be relieved of the burden 
of supporting those unfortunates. 

A redistribution of the wards) should be 
made In fairness to all concerned. As ll 
l.s, the aldermen have to tight for a fair 
division of the appropriations. He, also, 
strongly favored an extension of the sewer- 
age system, but It was a difficult matter 
to deal with, as population was so scat- 
tered. 

He reviewed the work done by the coun- 
cil during his tenure of office. He had al- 
ways voted for the destruction of objec- 
tionable, shacks. He believed that the of- 
tlclals should be allowed to carry out the 
law strictly, and- that sewer connection 
should be enforced In every case. 

Es-Ald. Humphrey, a candidate In Cen- 
tral ward, who was called upon by the 
chairman, said when he was In the council 
ho always worked for the good of the 
whole city, and not specially for his ward. 
He took credit for securing the paving of 
Port, Broad and Yates streets. He had 
also framed the by-law for permanent side- 
walks. He bad always advocated the re- 
clamation of James Bay tints, which had 
been delayed by the Sorby scheme. He 
would favor a stone bridge at Point Elllce. 
The sewers would have to be extended with 
borrowed money or by u frontage tax. It 
would be Impossible to do the work out of 
ordinary revenue. 

The chairman complained that the sewor 
revenue was being expended In the centre 
of the city, while nothing was done in the 
outskirts. 

Mr. Worthlngton, candidate for the Cen- 
tral ward, promised. If elected, to work In 
harmony with the North ward aldermen. 
He favored the building of a stone bridge 
nt Point Elllce, at the same time the ques- 
tion of a bridge at Johnson street must lie 
given due consideration. The city engineer 
should prepare plans of sewers and esti- 
mate the cost. 

He believed In local Improvements, pave- 
ments, bicycle paths, readjustment of the 
wards and' the abolition of the Indemnity 
to aldermen. 

Aid. Beckwith rose to explain away a 
misconception with regard to expenditure 
on sewers. The money had been largely 
expended in the outlying districts. He 
hoped that next session of the legislature 
amendments to tile municipal act would be 
secured which would enable the city lo 
levy a sewer frontage tax. 

The chairman made some explanations 
of his previous remarks and brought a very 
successful meeting to n close by Inviting 
the audience to Join In the National An- 
them.

A MAKE'S NEST. 

With all the prominence which double- 
lending and the flrst place in its edi- 
torial columns can give, the Times pro- 
claims a financial crisis on the strength 
of an overdraft by the provincial gov- 
ernment. We assume there is an over- 
draft and that it is to a considerable 
amount, hut the Colonist has no means 
of ascertaining Hie amount any more 
than the Times bus, and we boo no ad- 
vantage in guessing. But the Times lias 
only found a mare's nest after till. 1 if it 
will turn to the Budget Speech of Mr. 
Turner, delivered in the legislature on 
April 29, 1001, it ivill find that a heavy 
overdraft was anticipated, Mr. Turner 
had referred to tho omission of the 
Seinliii government to borrow the full 
amount authorized .by the legislature, 
and he said: 

'T consider that policy was wrong. 
Our credit was then good and money 
cheap. Our .'5 per i.ents. were at par 
and in 18'.1S had been at 103. Only part 
however was issued and now it would be 
dillleult for us tto get the remainder. 
The result of this is that on the liOth 
of June next we shall 'have a liability to 
the Ibank of approximately a million dol- 
lars, and by 30th of June, V,)02 approxi- 
mately a million and it half." 

This was what the Finance Minister, 
speaking for the government, told the 
legislature that it must expect, and the 
legislature accepted ^.he statement and 
voted Supply. If what was then antici- 
pated had taken place, it will be dillleult 
to persuade any one outside of the Times 
office that anything in Che nature of a 
crisis has arisen. 

The Times is terribly worried lest the 
government should employ tflie loan au- 
thorized last session, ,o the payment of 
its indebtedness, so that there will ibe 
nothing left for railways. Let us see 
what the Loan act says about this. 
The amount authorized to 1m? borrowed is 
$5,000,000. Of this $500,000 is for the 
New Westminster Bridge, and approxi- 
mately $4,000,01 10 is tieil up for certain 
railways until June 30th of this year. 
This leaves only $500,000 of the loan 
Which the government can use for gen- 
eral purposes. The public will therefore 
see that there is not the leant danger 
of the money, Which the legislature au- 
thorized to he borrowed for railways be- 
ing expended in paying off an overdraft. 
It is all still available for railways, that 
is the $4,000,000 approximately which 
the act authorizes to he given for that 
purpose, and not a dollar of that amount 
can bo employed for any other use until 
tin- legislature so directs. 

Tln> Times will tints see that its 
financial crisis is as mythical as its 
political crisis. W'e do not say thai the 
relation of revenue to expenditure in 
this province is not a grave question. 
Within a day or two the Colonist made 
special reference to this matter, and it 
has frequently referred to it and en- 
deavored to discover what is the best 
•course to lake in view of the rapidly 
finereasing expenditures. But nothing in 
•the nature of a crisis exists, for the con- 
tdition of affairs was anticipated, the 
(legislature was told that it would occur 
'and voted Supply with its eyes open to 
the fact. Tt even passed an act authoriz- 
ing the government to make an over- 
draft to the amount of a million anil a 
Jinlf dollars. A curious "crisis" this, 
that was anticipated and duly provided 
for by law. We think also that it will be 
(discovered when the 'House meets that 
■the expenditures have been made with 
<■Io.se economy with a view to keeping 
"the anticipated overdraft at the lowest 
possible figure.

WIMOHU TH'E FAULT LIBS. 

As wo expected, the Times joins issue 
with the Colonist as to the responsibility 
for -the disappointment of the people of 
this province in the matter of railway 
construction. It seems a great pity that 
it cannot deal with such an important 
subject without its customary misrep- 
resentation. The Colonist presented the 
facts of the case so fairly that our con- 
temporary has not ventured to dispute 
them. It prefers to make a new sot of 
allegations, which it must know it can- 
not support. One of those is the state- 
meat that the' provincial government 
proposed that the federal government 
should 'hand over the funds and Mr. 
Dunsmuir should do the rest." Our 
contemporary must surely know that 
this is not correct. It is true that a 
proposition was .made for the payment 
of a large sum to the province to be ex- 
pended in railways and other enterprises 
for the general benefit of Canada, but 
this was in the nature of a suggestion 
of a way 'by which the Dominion and 
the Province could co-operate. It was 
not entertained by the federal authori- 
ties, but this did not dispose of the 
case. The request of the provincial 
government for co-operation, while ad- 
mitted thy the federal ministers to bo 
re i suitable, has never been answered 
one way or the other. 

It is with no little regret, although 
without surprise that we find the Times, 
in its anxiety to make a point against 
Mr. Dunsmuir, come out in opposition 
to tin- construction of a railway to the 
head of Vancouver Island. It is true 
that it qualifies its observation by say- 
ing "much as we desire to see till* Hue 
built," but it creates an entirely erron- 
eous impression as to the relations of 
the 10. it X. railway company to the 
proposed line, It misstates an impor- 
tant fact by saying that the company 
owns about one-third of Vancouver Is- 
land. This is a gross exaggeration. The 
10. & N. bolt is less than "JO per cent, 
of the total area of the Island. But this 
is not the only thing to be taken into 
account. The proposed railway to Cape 
Scott would promote the development of 
the country lying north of Xnnaimo, and 
the area of the Island lying north of 
Nanaimo is in round numbers 8,000,000 
acres, while th" area owned by the 10. 
& X. company north of Xnnaimo is nut 
more than 1,000,000 acres or only one- 
eighth of the country to be opened by 
the i>;-o]i"s d railway, instead of one- 
third, as the Tinies ertoneously says. 
[Jmioubtedly the property of the 10. X- X. 
railway company would be benefited by 
the proposed railway, but th" benefit to 
it would nut be nearly as large pro- 
portionately to the remainder of the Is- 
land as the Tinies claims. W'e think it 
a very regrettable thing that a Vic- 
turia paper should r»«el called upon to 
take an attitude of hostility to this en- 
terprise, the consummation of which 
means so much for the city. The Times 
says that the position of the federal 
government in respect to the railway to 
Cape Scott, is a difficult one. ?it is not 
difficult unless it is m/de so by the false 
friends of Victoria and the government. 
The government can justify the subsidiz- 
ing of that railway far more easily than 
it can (the grant of aid to many ' lines 
in other parts of Canada. The road 
would not be a mere local line, but an 
important trunk line, affording ns it 
would a highway for travel and traffic 
between the X'orth and South. 

Our contemporary says that the fed- 
eral government has not. I eon in the 
habit of going into partnership with 
provinces. We were not aware thai 
any partnership was proposed. There 
is n wide distinction between co-opera- 
tion towards a common purpose and a 
partnership. The Provincial government 
decided that it would ask the legislature 
to grant aid to certain railway lines, 
knowing that the aid thus (granted .would 
probably not be sufficient to ensure 
their construction, unless .supplemented 
by aid tfrom the federal treasury. It 
did not desire to fritter away .what the 
province could give or to 'tie itself up 
to projects that could not lie carried nut, 
and it therefore asked the federal gov- 
ernment to join -with it. in subsidizing 
lines that might he eigrced upon. This 
was a reasonable request. It was a ro- 
quest that we believe will one day be 



acted upon. Our complaint is that it 
was not. acted on last vear. Wo have 
not, been and are not now disposed to 
press such <i complaint very strenuously. 
We appreciate that even governments 
have to be allowed time to "get round 
to" things. Our only point is that noth- 
ing was done by the Dominion govern- 
ment last year in this direction, while 
the province made a bona fide effort to 
carry out its part of the proposal. This 
is so absolutely clear that we are sur- 
prised that the Times should not freely 
admit it. The only explanation of its 
unwillingness to admit it is that to do so 
would be to create the impression that 
the representatives of British Columbia 
at Ottawa, who are supposed to have 
the car of the government, did not do 
their duty, as the representatives of 
Eastern provinces did theirs, in relation 
to similar matters, and urge upon the 
government with any earnestness the 
just claims of the province in tills re- 
gard. 



FE'DBItiAL Q CFSTIOXS. 

The position which the Colonist hat 
taken in regard to federal questions has 
called forth many warm expressions of 
approval, and, except so far as the 
Times is concerned, we have not beard a 
dissenting voice respecting them. The 
Times for reasons ibe«t known to it- 
self prefers to treat them as advanced 
in the interest of some individual whom 
it does not name, but the renders of the," 
Colonist know that what it has recently 
said is in perfect, keeping with iln at- 
titude towards federal matters for sonio 
years. It may bo recalled by those in- 
terested that it carried on the federal 
campaign of l.S!)9 substantially upon the 
lines which it is now advocating. It 
did not plead for the return of Messrs. 
Prior and IOarlo because they were Con- 
servatives but because their candidature 
represented a protest against the apathy 
of the federal government in regard to 
tho development of the West. 'Since the 
creation of the vacancy in this consti- 
tuency it has simply renewed the con- 
tention which it had made at that time, 
with this difference, that it has not urg- 
ed that the expression of the views of 
tho people on these questions of policy 
should 'be made from i standpoint hostile 
to the Liberal ministry. There appear- 
ed to have been a reasonable prospect 
that no effort would be made on tho part 
of the Conservatives to retain the seat, 
and if there has been any change in this 
respect, and this cannot be known until 
after the meeting of the Conservative 
Association on Tuesday evening next, 
the responsibility will lie largely upon 
the blioulders of the Times, which hns 
displayed so much 'bitterness because 
there .was evidence of something Iiko in- 
dependent thought in the community on 
federal questions. The people of Vic- 
toria are not willing that their repre- 
sentative at "Ottawa shall be nominated 
at the Times' office, and our contem- 
porary has greatly w\akoned tho in- 
fluence, which it should legitimately pos- 
sess, Iby its overbearing and insolent tone 
in regard to the manner in which tho 
constituency should act on the present 
occasion. 

There is a feeling in this community, 
and ,io amount of sneers and sarcasms on 
the part of our evening contemporary 
can disguise or offset it, that an effort 
should be made to select a representative 
who will give expression at Ottawa to 
the opinions, hopes and reasonable de- 
mands of British Colmjibia. To say this 
is, to reflect upon no one, and if our 
contemporary chooses to consider it a 
reflection upon those with whom it. is 
-most intimately associated, that surely 
is its fault, and not ours. For anyono 
to allow himself to oe deterred from 
taking the position which tho Colonist 
assumes through fear of being subject to 
ridicule would be cowardly in the ex- 
treme. The present is an important 
epoch in the history of British Columbia. 
During the next fow years the 'material 
progress of the Pacific coast of Xorth 
America will be greatly accelerated. 
This is appreciated in tho United 
'States. President Boosevelt has do- 
clared his opinion to the that Congress 
should assist with liberal subsidies tho 
development of tho American commer- 
cial marine on tho Pacific Ocean. This 
development will be accentuated by the 
dynamic force exerted by nearly eighty 
millions of people eeoklng in all direc- 
tions an outlet for their energy. If Can- 
ada is to have her share in tho great 
commerce of tho Pacific Ocean n su- 
premo effort must be made in that direc- 
tion. One of the most important tilings 
to be done is to .trounc tho people of tbo 
Fast as to the necessity for action, and 
if an Opportunity is afforded to the peo- 
ple of this constitueney to elect a tman 
who is iil some degree capable of ac-

C'apt. Salmund ol the Wellington Takes 
Aet'on Against IBs Wife. 

Capt. ( olin Salmund, who for the last 
1J years has been in command of the 
steamer Wellington, and who is one of 
the most popular sailing masters run- 
ning out of this port, i-' sning his wife, 
to whom he was married in 1NN7, for 
divorce on the ground of extreme cruel- 
ty, >a.vs tin- San Francisco Call. His 
complaint was tiled yesterday, and ac- 
cording to it he has hail a merry time 
of it since embarking on the sea of mat- 
rimony. The suit was brought about 
through Mrs. Salmund's efforts to secure 
$10(1 from the captain every month. She 
filed a suit for maintenance December 
10 of last year, in which she asked the 
court to compel her husband to pay her 
;j!l<H) a month for her support, alleging in 
her complaint that he had deserted her. 

('apt. Salmund's suit is in answer to 
his wife's charges. He denies that he 
deserted hi.- wife and claims that he has 
never failed to act toward his spouse 
as a good and dutiful husband should. 
In his cross-complaint the captain 
charges his wife with treating him 
cruelly. He alleges that she is insane- 
ly jealous ami has frequently had his 
footsteps dogged by private detectives 
in her efforts to prove him an unfaithful 
husband. Salmund furtho- alleges that 
he frequently took his wife north -with 
him on his vessel, but that she made 
herself so obnoxious that he received 
orders from his employers to leave her 
at home. 

Mrs. Salmund, alleges Iter husband, 
slapped his face several times, threaten- 
ing to shoot him on another occasion, 
ll nrl then followed him to a house on 
Pine street and abused him in the pres- 
ence of his friends. 

The captain further alleges that his 
wife swallowed a powder in his preseirce 
one day and then informed him that she 
had taken poison, thereby causing him 
great mental anguish.

The Full court met yesterday morning 
at 11 o'clock, there being present Their 

Lordships Justices Walki Irving anil 

Martin. Chief Justice McColl was not 
present, as he had not arrived from 
Vancouver. He will, however, bo pres- 
ent at to-day's sittings. It rcvne an- 
nounced that court would adjourn till 
today, out of respect to the memory 
of tiie late Air. Justice Gwynne. 

Mr. Justice Wlalkein, in making the 
announcement to the members of the 
Bar present, said that they had all, no 
doubt, seen the telegram in tbtf morn- 
ing's paper stating the sad and melan- 
choly fact that .Mr. Justice Gwynne, 
a member of the Supremo Court of Can- 
ada, had died, a few hours before, at 
Ottawa. The deceased — as one of the 
judges of that court— was part af the 
Judicial system of this province, and, 
as all must admit, a very distinguished 
pari of it. He had died in harness at 
the ripe age of SS, and that fact would 
serve to remind all present of the lengthy 
judicial career, of such eminent judges, 
amongst others, as Lords Lyndhurst, 
Brougham and Campbell, as well as the 
late Viee-Chancollor Bacon— nearly nil 
of whom also died in harness at about 
the same great age. Lord Lyndliurpt and 
the Vice-Chancellor had, in fact, lived 
to be over DO years of age. The Pull 
court had considered it proper, out of 
respect to the memory of the decensed, 
to adjourn till today. On the death of 
the late Mr. Justice Peterson, of tho 
Supreme Court of Canada, a similar 
course, he was told, had been pursued 
by the courts of Ontario. He did not 
know what had been done at the time 
in the province of Quebec: but the mem- 
bers of the Full court considered that 
no matter what course was adopted I 
elsewhere, they ought to be guided solely j 
bv their own instincts on occasions like 
the present. The deceased had had a 
remarkable career. He had been admit- 
ted to the Ontario bar as far back as 
1SH7; was appointed a judge in On- 
tario in 1808. and to the Bench of the 
Supreme court of Canada in 1870 — over 
21 years ago. All knew from the re- 
ports of that court with what fidelity 
and great industry and ability he had 
fulfilled his duties. If any of the 
mouthers of the Bar present had had the 
privilege of knowing the lair judge as 
well as he (Mr. Justice Walkem) had 

had, they must have 1 n, as he had 

I n. much attached to him for his rare 

personal qualities, It he might mention 
a personal matter, it, was only a short 
time ago that he had. In accordance 
with his custom for years past, as Mr. 
Justice Gwynne ami he had been inti- 
mate friends for a long time, sent him 
some holly for his Christinas table, but 
no acknowledgment of its receipt had 
reached him, although on previous oc- 
casions, each gift of holly had been ac- 
knowledged in most affectionate terms. 
The illness and death of the learned 
indue were painful explanations of all 
this. 

'Mr. Justice Walkem was visibly af- 
fected, especially during Iho latter part 
of his remarks- and the court adjourned 
until todnv, when the list set for yes- 
terday will be taken up.

The 
commissioners retire at the close of the 
aldernianic year, and as Aid.

Chief (Detective Palmer re- 
ceived a new title, that of sergeant of 
detectives, but without anv increase in 
salary. Chief Langley asked that Con- 
stable Macdonnld he appointed acting 
detective for a year, Ibnt the commission- 
ers thought that should be left to the in- 
coming board. It is within the power of 
the chief to i!"tail the constable on de- 
tective duty whenever necessary, and in 
fact he has been acting ns detective the 
greater part of the time, being most use- 
ful in certain classes of work. 

Commissioner Matson brought up die 
quest ion id an increase in the salaries 
of the constables and detectives, but 
the .Mayor suggested that this too be 
left for the new board and besides point- 
ed that t lie expenditure for the pres- 
ent year would be very heavy, and if 
salaries were increased in one depart- 
ment there would he a demand for an 
inerense in all departments, and this 
would make it necpssiirj' to inerense 111" 
taxes. As Commissioner Matson could 
get no seen;, der for his met ion to in- 
crease the salaries the matter dropped. 

In answer to the Mayor, Chief Lang- 
ley said them was no gambling going on 
in the city, and as to selling liquor on 
Sunday, he pointed out the difficulty of 
convicting under the present act, which 
makes it necessary to ciltch men in lh" 
nel of drinking at tic bar. A saloon 
might be crowded with men, half of 
them drunk, but that did not make the 
saloon-keeper guilty of an offence un- 
der the act.

Meeting of the Municipal Hoard 
of Health Held Vesterday 
Evening.

She monthly moo^jg of the Municipal 
Board of. Hw£a was held last evening 
at the City hall. Mayor Haywnrd was 
in the chair and there wore present Aid. 
Kinsman, Stewart, Yates ami Hull, Dr. 
Robertson, city health ofllcer; City Engi- 
neer Topp and Mr. .Tames Wilson, sani- 
tary inspector. The reports of the 
health and sanitary officers were receiv- 
ed -and adopted, and their reconiipenda- 
tions referred to the incoming board. 
The reports follow: 

MEDICAL, EEESAiI/Pl I OFFICER. 

Victoria, B. C, Deoemiber 31, 1901. 
To His Worship the Mayor and Board 
of Aldermen of the City of Victoria: 

Gentlemen,— I beg to submit my first 
annual report for the year 1901. Tho 
City of Victoria has suffered more duff- 
ing this yast year from infectious and 
contagious diseases than it has for some 
time past. There has been 85 cases of 
diphtheria (two deaths) and 51 cases of 
scarlet fever ('one death) reported. The 
neason assigned for this increase in the 
nuimlber of cases of these two diseases is 
the condition of the surface drains 
throughout the city — not having had 
thorough .flushings at various times. It 
is a noticeable fact that after a good 
rain these diseases materially decrease 
in number. And at this point I would 
urge iiiwii your honorable body the 
necessity of regular irrigations of these 
drains, from which so much disease 
arises. 

Wo have been, so far, very fortunate 
in escaping an apidenuc of smallpox. 
Only two eases appeared — a man from 
across the line, and an Indian girl on 
die reserve, were the victims. These 
cases received immediate attention and 
stamped out the disease locally. 

The Dominion and Provincial Health 
officers have been on the constant qui 
vive for the disease, anil to these effi- 
cient officers Victoria so far owes its 
freedom from this loathsome malady. 

'Measles and chicken-pox have been 
mono or less extant, but as a rule the 
cases are not seen by medical men, so 
that statistics cannot be given. 

Typhoid fever has also been somewhat 
prevalent, but only five deaths occurred. 

iMy first official, visit to Darcy island 
was made the latter part of November, 
when we found four lepers, three of 
whom were in a helpless state. One 
young boy ministered to the wants of 
the others. Everything was being done 
for the unfortunates; their cabins were 
warm; they had warm clothing, ami hail 
plenty to "eat, but it seems to me the 
Federal goveriuivnt should take charge 
of them, and have all the lepers in the 
Dominion collected together in one place 
whero they could be looked after by 
regular attendants. 

The isolation hospital has been at 
times filled with various eases, and more 
than once defects in the accommodation 
have been noticed. I would respectfully 
advocate certain radical improvements 
there. The present large brick building, 
in which there are now scarlet fever 
cases, could lie so renovated that both 
diphtheria and scarlet fever eases could 
lie placed under the same roof. A par- 
tition wall would divide the building in- 
to two compartments, to one of. which 
there could be added an additional 
kitchen. The other, wooden buildings, 
could be used exclusively for private 
patients. 

In regard to tho hospital fees, I con- 
sider that the present rates are to some 
people exorbitant, and would suggest 
that those people who eanot afford 
$25.00 a week, and who are unwilling 
at the same time to he cast upon tho 
city, be allowed to send their sick into 
the General Ward and pay, say, $10.00 
or $15,000 per week— which price would 
include everything. The city would in 
this way he reimbursed. 

I am not ait all in favor of the isola- 
tion hospital being placed under the 
.lu'bilee hospital management. At pres- 
ent, any infectious cases breaking out 
in the wards of the Jubilee are trans- 
ferred to outlying buildings; and should 
such a Change be made, the isolation 
hospital would he the dumping-ground 
of undesirable cases from the Jubilee, 
and the city would be at a still greater 
expense than it is at present. 

The disinfecting building is in a dis- 
graceful condition, and should receive 
attention at once. It is a cold, cheer- 
less place, and is in a damp condition 
generally. 

In order to anticipate any serious out- 
break of smallpox, 1 should like to sug- 
gest that a now building ho erected for 
the admission of such cases, located far 
away from tho other buildings, prefer- 
ably on the adjoining lot. 

It is suggested that a personal inter- 
view be had with your honorable body, 
to go thoroughly into the whole matter 
of the isolation hospital.

good condition, the filthiest parts oC 
rubbish being sent to the bottom and 
the cleanest parts being spread on top. 

As the James Bay mud flats will soon 
be filled up, I would strongly recommend 
that a crematory be built for the dis- 
posal Of all rubbish, etc. 

Eight hundred and nine loads of night 
.soil were dumped into the tank ou Cook 
street and Hushed into sewer and 734 
buckets of dirt caught from thorn. 

I am pleased to state that Chinatown 
has been kept in a fairly sanitary con- 
dition, the greater number of Chinamen 
keep their places in good condition. 

As you will see by the medical health 
officers report there has been a consld* 
erablo amount of Richness Jn the city 
during flie par, nntt in \ n6 £ wlscs 0! j u 
tIrui '.';iige seems to be the cause of same. 
On account of all sinks and bath dis- 
charging into the surface drains, and 
these surface drains become sewers 
when bath and sink water discharge 
into thorn and being neither vented or 
flushed, there cannot fail to be sickness 
where these conditions exist, and I 
would recommend that all old box drains- 
be ripped out in streets where the pub- 
lic sewer has been laid, and all owners 
of property be compelled to connect with 
said sower. 

There have been 81 sewerage connec- 
tions made during the year, and in the 
streets whero sewers have been con- 
structed this year, nearly all the prop- 
erty owners have connected with same. 

There an? still over 200 buildings on 
the different lines of sewers which arc- 
not yet connected. / 

Since being appointed milk inspector, 
I have issued over 70 licenses to milk- 
men. I collected samples from each of 
. them and tested sa.me. I found that all 
i the milk being brought to the city would 
stand tho required test. If it be neces- 
sary I can have a statement made out 
showing exactly what test each sample 
of milk stood.

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Trustee Board Indignant at Al- 
leged Juggling of Educa- 
tional Finances. 
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The total number of deaths during the 
year was 284 making a death rate per 
•thousand, estimating the population at

The following letter from Dr. Ernest 
■Hall was referred to the incoming board: 
■ Victoria, B. C, December :'.(), 1901. 
To the Chairman and Members of the 
Hoard of Health: 
Gentlemen, — With reference to the iso- 
lation hospital, may I be allowed to make 
I a few suggestions? Not in the spirit of 
■fault finding, but for the purpos» ot 
calling your attention to what appears 
i to me to he a defect, in the present ar- 
rangement, causing unnecessary expen- 
diture, and interfering with the more 
I effective usefulness of the hospital. 

I am' not unaware that most excellent 
accommodation, and supervision is af- 
forded all classes, and that the "city 
patients" receive most skilful treatment 
under the city health officer, and are 
[most liberally dealt with at your hands. 
I But tliero are not a few who avail 
themselves of the advantages of the lios- 
1 pital. who are not ot' the '"city patient" 
i ' lass, and who always desire to pay 
! their way, but who, under the present 
I system, feel that the expenses incurred 
at the hospital are a severe tax upon 
their resources. 

Before stating definitely the altera- 
tions which I suggest, I wish to call 
your attention to the fact that inasmuch 
as the isolation hospital is used more as 
a protection to the public than as af- 
fording special facilities for the treat- 
ment of the individual, the public should 
'bear the greater part of the expense in- 
curred in its management. 

SUG OESTIONS. 
(11. To place tho isolation hospital 
wholly under tho control of the Jubilee 
hospital board. This would give the 
nurses in training an opportunity to ob- 
serve a class of diseases that at present 
they are denied. Under the strict dis- 
cipline of Dr. Hnsell, any possible con- 
tagion would be avoided. 

(L 1 ). To so alter the large building so 
as to have two main wards; one for 
scarlet fever, and the other for diph- 
theria. This will necessitate tho build- 
ing of an additional kitchen. 'The city 
to employ one nurse permanently, who 
could look after at least Jive patients. 
The rates to bo $10.00 per week to- 
those who could pay, and poor eases 
free as before. It anyone desired a 
private cottage he could pay the present 
rates. 

[j'nless some such measures are adopt- 
ed, we will tinil concealment of suspect- 
ed contagious diseases, and the isolation 
hospital stand largely unused. What 
else could you expect, when a mild case 
of scarletina, with practically no sick- 
ness, and only sufficient symptoms to 
place it in tho class which your board 
says must bo quarantined, entailing 
over $200 expenses under the present 
system.

Dr. Robertson and Sanitary Officer 
Wilson agreed with much that Dr. Hall 
wrote as to the cost of keeping private 
patients at the hospital and the tendency 
to conceal such eases on account of the 
cost of sending them to the hospital. 

-Mr. W. A. Stephens complained of a 
cesspit overflowing onto Belmont avenue. 
This was referred to the council for ac- 
tion. 

Mayor Hayward said that the expenses 
of the Board of Health for the year in- 
cluding the grant of $5,000 to the Jubi- 
lee hospital, had amounted to $ir>,f!SS. 
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The meeting of the school trustees 
held last evening partook very largely of 
a protest from the, long-suffering mem- 
bers of the unjust position in which they 
maintain they have hece placed before 
the public by the action of the Mayor 
and the city auditor. They claim that 
the charge for interest and sinking fund 
on account of the .ward schools should 
not appear as an item in the board's ex- 
penditure, as they not only do not han- 
dle the money, but the amount is a dis- 
tinct charge against the real estate of 
the city provided for by the by-laws 
which created the charge. Apart from 
this the business of the evening was 
mostlj routine and was brought to a 
close 'by what may be termed Trustee 
Brown's valedictory, he having stated 
that the present may be his last term 
on the board for the present. 

Applications for positions on the teach- 
ing staff were very numerous, in fact 
too numerous to read, and were put on 
tile for future reference whenever va- 
cancies occur. Letters of thanks were 
also in evidence from those teachers 
who have had their stipend augmented. 
These also were tiled. 

The B. ('. Land & Investment Agency 
wrote asking for a share of the insur- 
ance on the new High school building. 
The appropriate committee will give 
tins attention. 

Sanitary Inspector Wilson drew atten- 
tion to tiie fuel that the plumbing for 
the new school building was not being 
installed in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the by-law. 

Trustee Brown said that the contract- 
or was carrying out all that was shown 
on the plan. The work was stooped in 
the meantime. This letter will be sent 
to the architect. 

City Clerk Dowler wrote advising the 
board that ii was now too late to change 
the place of polling at the forthcoming 
election for school trustees. 

•Misses A. McGregor and A. B. Fra- 
ser made application for an increase in 
their respective salaries. The board hav- 
ing recently agreed not to make any 
further changes in the salary list until 
next term, these young ladies will be so 
informed. 

S. B. Xetherby addressed the board 
by letter stating the facts under which 
be claimed salary for a month in 1S97. 
This letter was ordered filed. 

Mis. Ii, Hood wrote in connection 
with some difficulty in having her daugh- 
ter transferred from the Spring Bidge 
to the Girls' Central. As there is no 
vacancy at present in the Girls* Central, 
the lady will be so informed. 

The finance committee reported ac- 
counts amounting to $54.05, which were 
ordered paid. 

Architect Unttenhury, who was pres- 
ent at the request of the chairman, ex- 
plained the hitch in connection with the 
heating and sanitary arrangements at 
the High school building. The eon- 
tractor for the plumbing had. according 
to the agreement, to obtain the approv- 
al of the city inspector, and the differ- 
ence which had arisen was n very small 
matter indeed, and was, as a matter of 
fact, the result of a little jealousy be- 
tween two linns. 

Certificates from the architect were 
read covering the amount of duty and 
freight on ventilators, and were "order- 
ed to be paid. A bill of $125 from the 
clerk of the works took the same 'course. 
A formal mot ion was passed approving 
the plans for beating as submitted by 
the architect.

To His Worship the Mayor and Board 
of Health: 
Gentlemen, — I have the honor to sub- 
mit for your consideration the following 
report for the year ending December 
31. 1901: 

.Seven hundred complaints have boon 
received during the year, all or which 
have been attended to. Seventy-four 
nuisance notices have been served. I 
fumigated 104 houses, where scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, etc.. had been; 7(i suits 
and two boyee of clothing were fumi- 
gated, and °9 persons received disinfect- 
ing baths at my office. Dr. Eraser's and 
Dr. Robert son's orders have been car- 
ried out with reference to all infectious 
diseases, quarantining houses, etc. 

Twenty-three dogs were cremated dur- 
ing the year. r. 

Regular visits were paid to the Isola- 
tion nnd Chinese hospitals, also to all 
butcher shops and fish stalls. I also in- 
spected all sewerngo connections ami 
plumbing and caused seven wells 'and 
1.7 cess pits to be filled up. 

The dump on tho James Bay mud 
flats has been attended to, and kept in

Since 189<i sutli 
cioiil surplus had lints been collected by 
the city council to have paid for the new 
High school building without borrowing 
a single cent. A rate], aver had asked 
him why the board had sat still during 
ail these years and seen thin thing go- 
ing on without having entered a protest.

Trustee Drury said it was a fact that 
within the last feu' years ^50,000 hail 
been collected mi account of the schools 
under the two mill rate over and above 
what had been paid to the trustees.

That the secretary request the city col- 
lector of rales nnd taxes to furnish this 
board with a statement of the cross amount 
levied and collected, rebate, Interest nnd 
arrears of taxes levied upon real property 
nnd Improvements for educational purposes. 

Trustee Brown said that it was a de- 
liberate attenrpt to place the hoard in 
a false position and. to show the cor- 
poration finances in as good a light as 
possible and make the trustees' accounts 
as black as possible. 

Having exhausted the business of the 
evening. Trustee Brown wished to make 
a few remarks concerning the extra ex- 
penditure which would have to be faced 
next year. Money would have to be 
spent on the old Fligh school and the 
matter of a manual training school 
would have to he provided for. The pub- 
lic should be educated up to properly 
supporting these schools, as it would he 
a crying shame if this city should prove 
Inciting in this respect. Their with re- 
spect to physical training, much time and 
PUD) :y were lust by lin k of system.

ALASKA BOUNDARY QUKSTION. 

Sir,— In a recent editorial reference to 
the Alaskan boundary question between 
Canada and the United States you slate 
that It Is expected that efforts will be re- 
newed ere long with the view of arriving 
at a settlement of the controversy. Uniler 
the above caption, la an editorial appearing 
in the Seattle l'ost-Intelllgencer of the ;ilst 
December last, the writer, with all the 
characteristics of the empty twaddling* 
which periodically emanate from that 
source on this vexed question, ex-presses 
himself In the following remarkable man- 
ner, viz: That the matter Is one Involving 
political questions, arising, he says, from 
the necessity of tho Imperial government 
placating the Canadians for their loyalty 
in sending out troops to South Africa, and 
that the whole matter might verv well he 
left to the determination of any fair mind- 
ed lirlt lull Jurist who would. If unembar- 
rassed by such political questions, would 
not hesitate for an lastaiit to decide In fu- 
ror of the United States; that the claim of 
the Canadians for arbitration la the mat- 
ter is nothing more nor less than sheer Im- 
pudence; that the question Is not one for 



arbitration, but for arrangement between 
the Iirltlsh government and the government 
of the United States, and that It would not 
he difficult to arrive at .such an arrange- 
ment If the Iirltlsh government! Is willing 
to look merely at the facts of the case (to 
suit the government of the United States, 
I presume), and to disregard Canadian 
clamor. To adopt the language of the 
writer, I think that the above is a most 
glaring evainplc of "sheer Impudence." It 
Is high time that the Canadians were urg- 
ing the recognition of their rights In this 
matter which, although of vital Importance 
to tlie whole of her citizens is, perhaps, 
by reason of closer proximity to the disput- 
ed territory, of greater moment to tlie peo- 
ple of British Columbia. Take, for Instance 
the Immensity and unbounded possibilities, 
uniler proper governmental conservation 
and protection, of tlie fisheries of the prov- 
ince. There Is practically no doubt that 
the finest nnd most prolific halibut Ashing 
waters on this coast are within Canadian 
territory, although. I presume. Unit our 
neighbor across the line would claim that 
Close waters, with the rest of the earth, 
belong tn the United .States, and wll] urge 
that a Iirltlsh jurist, with mi unbiassed 
mind, would so decree. Vet II Is an un- 
doubted fact that, nt the in 



hailing from Seattle and other Sound points 
are quite openly Osuilis on those waters, 
and freely using Canadian harborage in the 
prosecution thereof wltuout any Interfer- 
ence whatever on the part of our govern- 
ment. Surely tho Canadian people are not 
to tolerate this condition of affairs much 
longer ami permit foreigners to monopolize 
her valuable fisheries, as is undoubtedly 
the case today. Let us then demonstrate 
to those unscrupulous Intruders that we 
have rights which must be respected.

WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

Victoria Meteorological Office, January 1st 
to Oth, lbtrj. 
No synopals was issued for previous week, 
December -u to 31, as owing to the great 
storm ot Christmas nigut the telegraph 
cables were broken, and in consequence 
weather reports were not received at this 
oil lee. 

The week has been chiefly remarkable In 
this vicinity for its heavy rainfall and suc- 
cession ot storm areas. In the Northwest 
also, although the precipitation has been 
light. Strong winds and gales have accom- 
panied the passage of low barometer areas. 

Wednesday, January 1st, rainy weather 
conditions obtained In this section of the 
province, the pressure being low on the 
Vancouver Island coast, and high barometer 
areas covering Che province and the Pnciflc 
coast states. Temperatures were mild west 
of the Rockies and moderate In the North- 
west, where storm areas were central. On 
Thursday the low urea on the coast had 
developed over the entire province, while 
the higli hail moved eastward and occupied 
the Territories, causing a decided fall In 
temperature. Rain was general west of 
the Cascades. On Friday the high area 
had centered in Manitoba and temperatures 
there had fallen to 20 degrees below zero, 
lly evening a change took place In this vi- 
cinity; a storm area covered the province 
and a moderate gale prevailed with heavy 
rain on the Washington coast. On Satur- 
day the barometer rose temporarily and 
more moderate weather prevailed, but in- 
dications quickly appeared of another ap- 
proaching storm, and by Sunday a souther- 
ly easterly gale set In, the wind attaining 
a velocity of 30 to II) miles an hour. This 
storm rapidly passed to the east, and on 
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Monday and Tuesday quieter weather pre- 
vallde In this vicinity, though accompanied 
with heavy rain. On the American coast, 
however, and throughout Washington and 
Oregon, strung winds or gales and very 
heavy rainfall prevailed. 

At Victoria only 5 hours of bright sun- 
shine were recorded; the highest tempera- 
ture 52.4. was on the .'ird, and the lowest 
-12.2 on the 7th; rainfall 1.60 Inches.

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Chinese Situation Not as Pleas- 
ant as It Appears on 
Surface. 



How Russia Represents Herself 
as Only True Friend of 
China. 



The principal topic of conversation in 
-North China when the Empress of Jap- 
an sailed for Victoria was the return 
of the Chinese court to Pckin— an event 
which has since taken place— and inci- 
dentally there was unrest in Home quar- 
ters because ot" published reports of war- 
like proceedings, of busy arsenals man- 
ufacturing war munitions, large impor- 
tations of firearms by way of the Wost- 
river, etc. And not only was there un- 
rest because of the publication of those 
reports, but also because of the reports 
of t!ie insurrection being fomented by 
(ion. Tung Fuhsiang and some Mon- 
gol princes in Mongolia and ICansu. The 
attitude of the Empress Dowager is 
also viewed witli suspicion anil many 
papers contend that the foreign powers 
have shown a leniency towards her 
which will have a bad result. 

The North China Daily News says: 
"When the allied armies came marching 
into Pekin, : n unchallenged possession 
of the nation's capital and all the high- 
way to the sea, the natural supposition 
in the minds of many was that the Chi- 
nese, who had seen tile folly of the im- 
perial antagonism to the whole world, 
would disown such a sovereignty, and 
of themselves join in harmony with the 
family of enlightened nations. Hut not 
so. Tln> Chinese, whether of the peo- 
ple or the mandarinnte, evinced a high 
degree of non-revolutionism, as well as 
their usual fatalistic resignation, un- 
til now the IS provinces of China do 
obedience to the ■woman ruler of the em- 
pire. Even the most ardent supporters 
of the rights of the Emperor have re- 
mained marvelously quiet, so much so 
that the Emperor again su-nis bereft of 
any true friend. The mandarins who 
set at nought the imperial command, 
known to have emanated from the Em- 
press Dowager rather than Hie Emperor, 
have argued for the innoceney and dig- 
nity of tile Dowager, and have supplied 
her with troops for her defence, and sil- 
ver, silks and every gift for her pleas- 
ure. 

"The foreign powers have Itieen equal- 
ly surprising, complacent ami respect- 
ful. Not a word has 'been addressed by 
the ministers to any plenipotentiary 
which could be construed as a rebuke t" 
the Dowager Empress. Ller satellites 
have been denounced; (he Chinese gov- 
ernment blamed; anil the Emperor re- 
quired by the protocol to make apology; 
but tin- our deserving denunciation, mer- 
iting blame, was at first unnoticed, and 
now is enumrehended by the expression 
"the court." She is talcen for the real 
sovereign, the undisputed regent. It is 
feared that the gentleness of the allied 
conquerors will not be appreciated. 
Every writer and traveler from Pekin 
has laid the blame at her door for last 
year's calamity and outrage. She knew 
what was being planned; she command- 
ed. The Emperor wept with regret and 
disapproved. Hut now those who suf- 
fered nothing have filled the places of 
the besieged; political motives prevail, 
and so she returns in safety, in honor, 
with banners Hying, streets covered with 
yellow dust, the imperial gates repaint- 
ed, the palace rooms cleaned and re- 
furnished, and tli" son of Prince Turin, 
the heir apparent, passing under the 
walls of the legation barracks and be- 
fore the legation spectators, into the 
palace. 

"Tile revenue, moreover, needed to 

n t an international indemnity, is 

turned into the Dowager's coffer 
used for her glorification. Were 
Emperor alone entering Pekin, there 
would 'he no such expenditure; he would 
forbid it, and his word is known to be 
sincere. Now he may still head the 
procession, but the power will be still 
with her. who has for -10 years hail the 
dominating will in the Mnnchti court at 
Pekin. She has pulled the wires so well 
that now China and the world bend to 
her in the hour of peace, though they 
fought her and plundered her, in the 
hour of conflict." 

According to advices from Knifengfu, 
Prince filing held a conference with 
the Empress Dowager there while the 
court was bound to Pekin. ami pre- 
sented several suggestions from the min- 
isters of (Jreat Britain and the United 
States, who asked that I'u Chun, the 
heir apparent, be disinherited. Tung 
Fit Hsiang bo decapitated; Yung I at he 
kept from the Chinese court, ami the 
Empress Dowager resign the regency in 
favor oi' the Emperor. As can he im- 
agined, she declined to consider the lat- 
ter suggestion, hut promised ncqn' -s- 
cellee to the others. The foreign ele- 
ment of Pekin does 11.it place much 
trust 111 lie- promise, however. 

Yung Lu U -.till gram' councillor, and 
at iasi advices was furthering a settle- 
ment of the Mnnehurian question with 
M. Les.-ar. representing the Russian 
government. The Tung Wen II u Pun, 
a native Chinese paper, has obtained 
the copy of a letter which M. I.essar 
unite to Yung 1. 11 immediately after the 
death of l,i 1 1 1 1 1 1 g- Cluing. This letter 
reads as follows- "As Your Excel- 
lency is doubtless aware, the territories 
of our countries are in touch with cacti 
other, and among the foreign countries 
Kussia is tin- nearest "neighbor of China 
from a geographical point of view. 
Everything that affects the interests of 
one equally affects those of the other. 
In consequence of this Russia has al- 
ways looked forward to the day when 
China may be prosperous and powerful. 
Unfortunately the Boxer disturbances 
broke out las! year and all the foreign 
[powers took advantage of the occasion 
to send their hostile armies into China. 
Though we tried to refrain from partici- 
pating in the expedition in vain, we 
tried most strenuously to persuade the 
allied forces to evacuate Pekin as soon 
as t!ie legation had 'been relieved. Sub- 
sequently when the Japanese attempted 
to snatch the power of policing the city 
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of Pekin from the hands of the Chinese 
authorities, we stood obstinately in their 
way, and so, their unreasonable attempt 
was frustrated. When all the allie 1 
powers joined together in dictating to 
'China the punishments of those Chinese 
oillciais who were suspected of having 
countenanced the Boxers, we exerted our 
influence to got as many otlicials exempt- 
ed from punishment as possible in or- 
der to protect the dignity 0'' your coun- 
try. It is needless to say that it was 
entirely due to our strong and persist- 
ent opposition that Your Excellency was 
not included in the list. We have tried 
and have done everything in our power 
to protect the interests of China, and it 
is for this that we have earned the im- 
placable hat re, 1 of all the other powers. 
His Excellency the late l.i 1 1 ting ( 'hang 
was a very far-sighted and able states- 
man, who "hud always been on friendly 
terms with us, because he knew that 
Russia was the only true friend of 
China. 

"With regard to Manchuria, it is the 
place whore the present dynasty had its 
origin. How can the Chinese govern- 
ment permit a number of wolves and 
tigers to intrude into this important 
province of the Chinese empire? Hut 
we knew that unless we Stepped for- 
ward. China would be powerless against 
these wolves and tigers. We therefore 
made haste in despatching a strong army 
southward to protect this province from 
being invaded by the other powers and 
our action iii this matter has had its de- 
sired effect, for by our strenuous and 
prompt efforts pence and order has been 
gradually restored throughout 'Manchu- 
ria and no foreign power dared to touch 
the province. Tims the sovereignty of 
China in the province has been restor- 
ed. 

"As general peace has Iheen restored 
and tlte court is about to return to Pe- 
kin, it appears reasonable that we should 
hand hack Manchuria to its proper own- 
er to quiet the minds of those who an 
inclined to suspect that Russia is aiming 
at absorbing and annexing this import 
ant territory. But after careful consid- 
eration we find that it is not at all op- 
portune for us to do so now. And the 
reason is obvious; for as China is newly 
defeated and is saddled with the burden 
of an unprecedented indemnity, it is not 
within her power to raise sufficient 
funds to organize and maintain a strong 
army in Manchuria lo defend ;!. Hut 
unless .Manchuria is strongly garrisoned, 
it is impossible lo prevent the foreign 
powers from casting a greedy eye on 
that province. It is for this reason that 
Russia insists on keeping this important 
territory under her control until China 
is strong enough to take it back. If we 
disregard the welfare of China and eva- 
cuate Manchuria at the present moment, 
I am sure thai no sooner have our troops 
left the place than those of someone or 
other of the foreign powers will step ',11 
and make a permanent occupation. This 
statement, I hope, will lie a sufficient ex- 
planation why we refuse to give up Man- 
churia now. 

"With reference to the convention as 
agreed upon by the late Li Hung (Chang 
and us, it is a satisfactory document in 
every respect.

This, in my opinion, is the onlv way to 
prevent the province from falling into 
the hands of a foreign power." 

The plenipotentiaries appointed to re- 
present China in the conferences with 
M. I.essar are Prince Ching and Vs'ang- 
Woii-shao. Although the settlement of 
the province has not been made between 
Russia and China, the former power has 
commenced exploring the riches of Man- 
churia. Rich gold deposits have be"!) 
found in the vicinity of Iltm-elum. no] 
far from Vladivoslock, and a joint stock 
company has been "formed at Vladi- 
voslock to develop the mines. The Chi- 
nese authorities of the place have leased 
the gold lands to Russians on condition 
that to pel- ecu'. i,f th,. total output be 
appropriated for (ho local Chinese ad- 
ministration, which agrees to maintain 
three hundred guards at the place. 

From Vlndivostot'k conies news that 
Chinese Eastern railway intends to 
place its two new steamers 'Manchuria 
and Nouni in service between Vladivos- 
lock and some port, not yet determined, 
011 the Pacific coast. 

In Japan the question of the stale 
purchase of private railways and their 
hypothecation as security for a for- 
eign loan is beginning to occupy a prom- 
inent place in public attention.
